A Man Deposits a Box 8aid to Contain $100,000,

and Draws the Sum of $80,000—The Box

Opened and Found to Contain Lead- Impori

ant Arrest
From the Clacago Times o Thursday,

About the middle of July lust, 1 gentlemanly
looking stranger, giving the name of McBuraie,
and representing llmsell as wn extensive dealar
in real estate, enlered the First National Bank
ol Cincnnat and depoited u box contning, as
he pverred, S100,000 in specie,

Tue deposit wus secepted by Mr, Griflith, the
Cashier, and u cerlilicate ot deposii tor the
amount siven in return, MeBarnie retorned
the nest day and drew oat $3000, snd azain the
next for the same amonnt, and =0 on untyl
60,000 hnd been drawn, sinee when nothing
has been beard of him by the officers of the
bank.

After a week or more had elapzed, sand nothing
seen or heard of McBurle, the oflicers of the
bank became alarmed, and, on proceeding o
investigate the matter, toand, Instead ol $100,000
in specie, a box filled with lead.

¢ matter was imwmediacely placed in the
hands ot the police authorities, but not the
least clue to the whereabouts of the swindier
could be discovered.

MURDER AND SUICIDE IN NEW YORK.

An Italian Sculptor Morially Wonnded
by o Workman—The Assassin Blows
is Brajns Out.

The Fourteenth Ward wus the scene of & ter-
rible rragedy this moruing, one of the principal
actors in whiech 15 now lylng & corpse at ,hv
Spring 8treet Station Houwre, and the other
victim 15 rapadly spproaching dissolution at his
residence,

The fearful occurrcnce was the result of a

whiare not engaged in the precarious businessy

Fuari did au extensive busiuess in this sort
of mipture, and in his worksihop or studio he
empyed several workmen, all of whom were
Italys, He 2 married, nnd lives on the top
flook! & broken-down lenewent house, No, 145
Elm reet, imoniediately opposite his workshop,
Amoy the wortmen employed by Fuaurl was
one nned Alessandro Urene, or Alexundsp, a4
he wimore lamilarly called. This man was
of an ritable and quarrelsome temperaent,
and bhis irequent pdalgence in guarrals and
streoet sawls, bad gatned the reputetion o!
vindiove desperndo, The fuet, however, of his
belng kood workmau induced Funart to retalu
him in s employ.

We lenrn from Mr, L, H. Buckbee, who visited
Tarr Farm yesterday, that a terrible explosion

The scowdent oceurred at the Chrisman well,
lease No. 126, In the temporary absence of the
enginver, the thumbserew of the safety-valve
biad not heen turned down. The engineer had
not observed the circomstance, nod while hands
were emploved about the well, the boiler ex-
ploded from the butt with the most terrible con-
sequences,

fyegant, the engineer, was thrown a distance
ol gixty leet, bis body being shockingly mangled,
and every article of cletling excopt one boot
stripped from his person, He was lifeleas when
tound, Mr. Jones, one of the cmployes, was
thrown about thirty feel and fearfolly scalded;
1tls thought he enpnot =arvive, The samson
st was splintered to pieces, and the engioe
ouse hieratlly blown into frazments, Two legs
of the derrick were carrica nway and it toppled
over, but the doilier. who stood inside ot the
deirick, was unharmed. Mr., Chrismun was
shightly sealded, but will recover., The end ol
the boiler was blown a distance of one hunded
and forty fect up b, and toe door of the ftur-
nnce wes found two hundred feet from the well,
down nill,

It wae the most appalling accident of the kind
we have yet recordel, and. resulting as it did
from a reckless und inexousable nct, sbould be
mwade the sdbject of an official investigation.
Tins is the third or fourth accident ol the kind
occurring in the oil reclons within as many
weeks from the sume cunse, For humanity's
sake we hope we sonall now hear of some sit-
able measures of precaution, wloch shall bhe
generally adopted. — Titusville Herold, 2141,
